All four South American countries which 
President Eisenhower is visiting are im- 
portant, but Brazil is the most important. 
It is the first of the four to be visited, the 
largest, the most heavily populated, the 
richest, the most influential — and the most 


Latin America has often been called a re- 
gion of paradoxes, and here, again, we 
might say that Brazil is more paradoxical 
than the others. She is, by long tradition, as 
good a friend of the United States as we 
have in the hemisphere, but she is also one 
of our strongest critics. She has fabulous 
natural wealth and is in economic distress 
all the time. Economists must throw their 
textbooks away when they start dealing 
with Brazil. Her recent rate of inflation 
would have destroyed most economies before 
this, but Brazil is progressing, expanding, 
creating at a great rate. 

No better symbol of her astonishing vi- 
tality could have been found than the future 
capital of Brasilia, where Mr. Eisenhower’s 
plane landed yesterday. It was created out 
of nothing in the midst of nowhere, a wildly 
extravagant dream that is being turned into 


a solid and useful reality. This is Latin

American genius and daring at its best. If 

the Brazilians had been “sensible” in terms 

of orthodox economy they would not be 

building Brasilia in four years, but in forty 
if they built it at all. 

One touches here on a basic factor in the 
relations between the United States and the 
Latin-American nations. It is one that many 
authorities believe to be at the heart of the 
recent conflicts between us. The Latin- 
American countries have made industrializa- 
tion and a rapid development of their re- 
sources the central features of their econo- 
mies. While it is an over-simplification, one 
can say that they generally believe their 
goals require an inflationary process, with 
much state control. Moreover, they do not 
feel that private investments can provide the 
capital they need for long-range programs 
or that free enterprise is the be-all and end- 
all of successful economics. 

United States economists and bankers ar- 
gue that inflation is the wrong way, that 
free enterprise is ideal and that the govern- 
ments should balance their budgets and 
their foreign trade, and in general stick to 


economic orthodoxy. There has also been a 


tendency on our part, Latin Americans say, 





to ignore or minimize the political effects of 
American economic policies. This, at least, 
was recognized in the “Declaration of Bra- 
silia’” proclaimed yesterday, which said that 
“economic advancement” cannot be disasso- 
ciated from the preservation of peace and 
de cratic rights.” 

Economics is something that President 
Eisenhower and his staff will have to dis- 
cuss in each of the four countries they visit. 
It has top priority in Latin thinking. This 
means that the Latin Americans may be po- 
litely interested in our vast’ military 
strength as a defensive shield for the free 
world, including their region, but they are 
far more interested in dollars, technical aid, 
government-to-government lending, “soft” 
loans and generally in help to achieve theit 
ambitions, daring but understandable plans 
and hopes to raise their status. 

If President Eisenhower can convince 
them that we understand, sympathize and 
will try to help as much as we are able, 
there is no doubt that his current trip to

Specific Points on Operation Pan American 


A New York Herald Tribune news item published in the 
edition of February 25 reported that President Juscelino Kubi- 
tschek had asked President Eisenhower to accept a five-point 
program for banishing poverty and developing the economies 
of the Latin American republies so that they can better resist 
the inroads of communism. The news story was written by 
Joseph Newman, who was assigned by his newspaper to follow 
the visit of the North American President. 

The program intended to activate Dr. Kubitschek’s con- 
tinental economic development project, Operation Pan Ameri- 
ean, cails for: 

l. Enlargement of lending powers of the newly created 
Inter-American Bank far beyond its present capital of 
$1,000.000,000. 

2. Stabilization of prices and markets for raw materials and 
commodities on the exports of which all Latin American 
republics depend heavily tor their foreign earnings. 

3. Creation of an inter-American institute for development 
of agriculture. 

1. Creation of an inter-American institute for development 

of industry. 

5. Establishment of joint inter-American working teams to 
ban widespread illiteracy and raise health standards of 


Latin America.

A Triumph in Presidential Diplomacy 


if President Eisenhower’s reception § in 
Brazil is a trustworthy guide, and it cer- 
ainly should be, his visit to South America 
will be a triumph for him and an important 


diplomatic success for the United States. 

It seems clear that the two principal 
points he made — the determination of this 
ountry to take a fuller part in the effort to 
raise the living standards of the hemisphere, 
and the extension, or reinterpretation, of 
the Monroe Doctrine to include Communist 
ubversion—were warmly endorsed. And the 
combination of Brazilian ebullience with the 
aura of his own personality created an effer- 
escence of good will remarkable for its own 
AKe, 

So the mood of his visit has been estab 

hed. It is a mood of great propitiousness 
for the reorientation of our policy toward 
Latin America, a reorientation based on a 
rowth of public understanding of what 


atin Americans have a right to exepct 


from us. It is this, much more than the fear 
of Communist penetration, that promises a 
better future for hemisphere relations, and 
the Brazilian leaders are fully aware of it. 
The President continues his tour to Argen- 
tina today, and he may expect to find a simi- 
lar awareness there. 

We shall not know for some time, however, 
whether this mood will find a genuine reflec- 
tion in national attitudes. Economic develop- 
ment of Latin America must depend on a 
willingness on the part of the United States 
to make a number of concrete decisions. 
President Kubitschek of Brazil would like 
these decisions to include, for example, the 
stabilization of prices and markets for raw 
materials exported by the Latin American 
countries and on which they depend most 
heavily for their foreign exchange. 

Guaranties in this direction would be diffi 
cult for this country to make for many rea 


sons hinging on the domestic economy and 


our commitments in other parts of the 
globe Furthermore, specific development 
schemes put forward by Latin American 
governments have not as a rule been smiled 
on by efficiency experts or orthodox eco 
nomic planners in the United States. 

Yet we must accept the prospect of a 
commodating ourselves in some measure to 
what Latin America wants. The welfare of 
tens of millions of human beings Is at stake, 


and economic orthodoxy may not’ prove 


either rule or caliper to judge the matter by. 
We must not expect our future effort i 
Latin America, of which the President ha 
sketched the broad lines, to be easy. It wil 
be difficult.
